MUM’S ORDEAL 

‘I was made to feel neurotic by staff before twin son died’

A family claim the care their son 
received at Epsom Hospital during 
the month he was alive was 
“utterly terrible”, Woking Coro¬ 
ner’s Court was told this week. 

Micah Smith’s mum Lisa said 
her concerns for her newborn son 
were dismissed as “neurotic”. 

Micah - and his twin Isaac - were 
born at East Surrey Hospital on 
June 13, 2013. 

He was readmitted to Epsom on 


July 11, but died on July 15 at St 
George’s Hospital. 

He died of acute hydrocephalus - 
a heavy bleed on the brain - four 
days after being transferred to St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting. 

She said: “It was the most 
horrendous experience of my life. 

“He was screaming and un¬ 
settled. I tried feeding him, but he 
was just not interested. 

“Afterwards he just went pale and 
his eyes rolled. I was distraught.” 

Mrs Smith raised her concerns 
with hospital staff, but said she 
felt “no one took her seriously”. 

She said: “I was almost begging 


them to look at his eyes. 

“I constantly asked, can we do an 
MRI scan, and the nurse said, we 
wouldn’t do it on a healthy baby. 

“The whole time I felt like I was 
being a nuisance, like I was being a 
neurotic mother.” 

Independent consultant neo- 
natologist Dr Neil Aiton told the 
inquest: “There seemed to be 
a disparity between parental 
concern and what the nurses were 
recording and what the doctors 
were perceiving. 

“The failure to diagnose hydro¬ 
cephalus sooner left Micah with¬ 
out a clear chance of survival.” 


Joint medical director and deputy 
chief executive, Dr Ruth Charlton, 
said: “On behalf of the trust, I 
would like to offer my heartfelt 
condolences to the family and 
loved ones of Micah Smith. 

“We are deeply sorry that the 
care provided to Micah fell short of 
the standards that we would expect 
for our patients. As a result of 
Micah’s death, we launched an in¬ 
vestigation into the matter and 
have put a number of steps 
in place to help prevent a similar 
incident ever happening again.” 

The inquest was continuing as 
the Epsom Guardian went to press.

Assaults, threatening be¬ 
haviour, bullying, fraud, and 
“serious incapability due to

The alleged of¬ 
fences, which also in¬ 
cluded sleeping on the 
job, theft, financial irregu¬ 
larities and working else¬ 
where while off sick, 
resulted in disciplin¬ 
ary action in all but 
30 cases, according 
to information ob¬ 
tained by this web¬ 
site under the 
Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act. 

Surrey County Coun 
cil declined to comment on 
individual cases, but said: 
“We take any disciplinary 
matters very seriously and 
have robust procedures in 
place to deal with these.

The Taxpayers’ Alliance 
suggested a review of Surrey 
County Council’s recruit¬ 
ment process should be 
considered.

“Certainly from my point of 
view he was community-spirit¬ 
ed. He just wanted to improve 
the site.” 

Mr Eastwood lived on the Kiln 
Lane site with his mother, 
daughter Sophie, son Michael 
and three sisters Pearl, Dawn, 
and Tina and brothers Creamy 


and Champ. 

Nephew Shane Eastwood paid 
tribute to a loving, respectful 
family man. 

He said: “He loved to party and 
drink, go on holidays to live up 
his life the right way. 

“He was a funny man always 
telling a joke or two. He loved to 
keep things tidy and treat his 
home with respect.” 

Epsom and Ewell police report¬ 
ed receiving calls throughout the 
day from residents concerned 
about the travellers’ presence 

On Tuesday, Epsom and Ewell 
police posted on its Facebook 
page: “There has been a funeral 
this morning, with the local 
team out trying to keep disrup¬ 
tion to a minimum. 

“With regards to the travellers 
on the green space on West Hill, 
we have been getting a lot of 
calls and messages from con¬ 
cerned residents, however this is 
council land and it is their deci¬ 
sion with how they proceed. 

“That said, the group there 
have stated they were here for a 
funeral and it is possible that 
they will move on now that the 
funeral is over.”

event, with residents pointing to 
a large amount of rubbish left on 
public land at Clayhill Green, 
West Hill. 

A spokesman for Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council con¬ 
firmed the group arrived at the 
side of the B280 on Thursday, 
September 10, and left after 
being ordered to vacate the area 
the following week. 

Black binbags full of rubbish, 
horse manure, children’s toys 
and discarded electrical appli¬ 
ances remained after they moved 
on. 

Commenting on the Epsom 
Guardian website Becky Collins 
wrote: “The temporary camp on 
the side of the B280 heading out 
of town is a disgusting eyesore. 

“It is covered in piles of horse 
manure and rubbish.

The Jubilee Way bike track on the 
north corner of King George’s 
Field, had been run by Vic and 
Anne Allan for 14 years, but saw 
its final day off with sadness as 
riders took their last spins 
around the track on Saturday, 
September 5. 

The site will become the UK 
headquarters of Lidl and will see 
the chain construct a new 220,000 
sq ft office building. 

Mr Allan, who received an MBE 
in 2004 for his work with Camden 
Youth Offenders, said: “After 14 


years and working with the 
young kids, there were a lot of 
tears from the kids who’ve never 
ridden anywhere else, it’s sad for 
them. 

“It’s a safe place for the kids. To 
lose it, it would be sad really. 

“The kids, they would ride on a 
waste land and would upset ev¬ 
erybody else.” 

Mr Allan, who won two British 
Championships and competed in 
races around the world, had paid 
Kingston Council £800 a year for 
the site, but said he had been 
given minimal notice about the 
lease termination. 

He added: “We were thrown into 
turmoil. There was a lack of re¬ 
spect to be honest.” 


Kingston Council said it was in 
the process of looking for a re¬ 
placement site for the track. 

A planning application for the 
Lidl headquarters is also yet to be 
submitted. 

Councillor David Cunningham, 
cabinet member with responsibil¬ 
ity for regeneration, said: “Al¬ 
though it is the bike club’s 
responsibility to find a new home, 
in this instance, the council has 
conducted a search of its own 
portfolio and has invited the own¬ 
ers in to discuss one possible site 
that, subject to any necessary 
planning issues being resolved, 
appropriate consultation being 
undertaken, and a lease being 
agreed, may suit their needs.”

Roads will become race ways 


The application by Stamford 
Ward Residents’ Association 
Councillor Martin Olney to plas¬ 
ter yet more yellow paint on 
Epsom roads is likely to turn the 
Greenway and the Crescent into 
race tracks. 

In addition, it is overkill to 
solve a problem which can easily 
be dealt with at the cost of just a 
few well targeted leaflets. 

Coun Olney admits to have ap¬ 
plied to ring the Greenway and 
the Crescent with no parking 
yellow lines without properly 
consulting residents due to the 
occasional poorly parked car ob¬ 
structing access by buses and 
other large vehicles. 


Surely, the logical and low-cost 
answer is to leaflet badly parked 
cars so as to alert drivers and 
residents to any possible access 
problems. 

Drivers would then respond. 

These roads are almost desert¬ 
ed of parked cars during day¬ 
time as residents need to use 
their cars to get to and from 
work partly due to the mid- 
greenbelt situation of these two 
roads. Yet buses run pretty 
much only during the day, as do 
refuse lorries, so any existing 
problem could be resolved with¬ 
out causing parking problems 
and making residents liable for 
large fines just for parking 


outside their own homes. 

Buses and lorries already trav¬ 
el far too fast on these roads. 

Clearing one side of these 
roads of parked cars will turn 
them into race tracks. 

I certainly would not want to 
be this councillor if a lorry or 
bus he enabled to speed down 
the hill of the Greenway due to 
his no parking scheme resulted 
in injuries or deaths of 
residents. 

Further, yellow lines will pit 
neighbour against neighbour as 
the number of parking spaces 
would be almost halved. Cars 
which can no longer be parked 
on these two roads will be 


displaced and moved to other 
roads nearby, causing disrup¬ 
tion. 

A 20mph limit would be benefi¬ 
cial and improve safety. Howev¬ 
er, the councillor does not 
appear to be even considering 
this as a sensible move. 

I cannot understand why a 
party purporting to represent 
residents should be acting with¬ 
out full consultation and so 
counter to their interests. 

I, therefore, urge Coun Olney 
to withdraw his ill thought ap¬ 
plication for yellow lines on 
these streets.

Getting your deposit back at the 
end of your tenancy is as important 
to you as getting the property 
back in good condition is to your 
landlord. 

If you don't leave your rented 
property as you found it when 
you moved in - excluding from 
fair wear and tear - some or all 
of your deposit may be deducted 
to cover the cost of any repairs, re¬ 
placements or cleaning needed. 

The following five simple steps 
will help you keep your home in 
good order so that you are more 
likely to receive your full deposit 
back once you move out. 

1) Are you happy with the in¬ 
ventory? The inventory and sched¬ 
ule of condition records details of 
everything in the property and its 
condition; this is what will be re¬ 
ferred to when you move out to de¬ 
cide whether or not you are leaving 


the property as you found it. This is 
your opportunity 
to make all marks, scratches and 
damage that pre-date your tenancy 
known to your landlord and letting 
agent. 

So ensure you take your time to 
make sure you are happy with this 
important document and that every 
issue you have noticed is registered 
in it. Getting things down in writing 
on day one ensures your deposit 
will not be kept to fix problems you 
didn't cause. 

2) Ventilate to reduce the risk 
of damp. One of the most con¬ 
tentious issues in rental properties 
is damp. The last thing you want is 
for this unwanted, slimy intruder to 
appear around your walls and ceil¬ 
ings. 

In order to combat the threat of 
damp, you should make an effort to 
open windows and use ventilation 


as often as possible, avoid drying 
washing indoors and use a dehu¬ 
midifier if required. 

3) Is your garden becoming 
overgrown? Check the terms of 
your tenancy agreement, and if 
it's your responsibility to maintain 
a garden you should do this 
throughout the time you live in a 
home. Tackling a messy garden in 
one hit at the end of your tenancy 
could be a huge task, so regular 
maintenance is the only way to en¬ 
sure this job doesn't get out of 
hand. 

A) It's up to you to report prob¬ 
lems. What may start as a minor 
annoyance can soon require major 
repairs - and it's your duty to report 
it. Have you noticed a long-standing 
leak? 

Has damp started to appear in the 
bathroom? Is water struggling to 
drain from your bath or basin? It's 


up to you to tell your landlord or 
letting agent so such problems can 
be fixed before they grow. Failure to 
inform the landlord or agent of any 
issues can result in you being liable 
for the damage caused. 

5) Tidy, clean and do whatever 
else it takes! Leaving your home 
in exactly the same state it was in 
when you moved in is a must. In 
many cases, tenants who fail to get 
their full deposit returned simply 
haven't put in enough hard graft 
with quality cleaning aids. 

Don't think your landlord won't 
notice water marks on surfaces, dirt 
on the skirting boards or stains on 
the carpet. The property must be 
cleaned to a professional standard 
when you move out if you want to 
get your deposit back in full - the 
best way to achieve this is to use a 
professional cleaner.

Epsom - The 10 year Time Bomb on Home Ownership 


Many people think the British obsession with 
owning your own home started with Thatcher 
in the early 1980’s, when she allowed council 
tenants to buy their council houses under the 
right to buy scheme. However, the growth 
actually started just after the Second World War. 
Looking at the country as a whole in 1951 30% 
of residential property was owner occupied 
then, every ten years that rose incrementally 
to 39% by 1961; 51% by 1971; 58% by 1981 
and 68.07% by 2001 but after that, it dropped 
to 63.4% by 2011 and continues to drop today. 

Young adults tend to start to think about settling 
down and moving out of the family home in their 
early-mid twenties. After a couple of years, they will 
have a choice of either buying their first house (albeit 
with a mortgage) or decide to privately rent for the 
long term (because the Council House waiting list 
is measured in decades at the moment!). The ratio 
of people owning a house with a mortgage verses 
privately renting is an extremely important guide to 
what people are doing about their housing needs 
and what their attitude to renting vs buying is. With 
that in mind, within the next ten years, I am predicting 
there will be more people renting privately in Epsom 
than own a property with a mortgage and that the 
British love affair of property ownership will fade as 


the decades roll on. 

This is a really important change in the way we live, as 
I explained to a local Epsom landlord the other day, 
knowing when and where the demand of tenants is 
going to come from in the coming decade is just as 
important as knowing the supply side of the buy to let 
equation, in relation to the number of properties built 
in the town; Epsom property prices and Epsom rents. 

In the Epsom and Ewell Borough Council area as a 
whole there are 3,628 households that are privately 
rented via a landlord or letting agency verses 12,219 
households that are owned with a mortgage, so my 
prediction appears to be outrageous. However, when 
we look deeper (as the devil is always in the detail), 
6,197 of those 12,219 households are 35 to 49 year 
olds and 3,760 are households of 50 to 64 year olds. 
I would expect all the 50+ years to be paying their 
mortgage off as they enter retirement as I would with 
some of the people in their mid/late 40’s. 

Meanwhile, at the other end, in the 25 to 34 age 
range (the age most people bought their first home 
in the 1970’s/80’s/90’s) only 1,473 of the 2,587 
households occupied by those 25 to 34 year olds 
are owner occupiers with mortgages, because 1,114 
households are privately rented. This means only 
56.9% of 25 to 34 year olds have bought their house 
(with a mortgage). Twenty years ago, that would have 


a much higher percentage of homeowners (between 
75% to 85%). 

It can be seen that as the older generation pay their 
mortgages off as they start to get to retirement and the 
younger generation aren’t jumping on the property 
ladder like they were 20 or 30 years ago, the private 
rental sector will take up the slack as more and more 
people will want a roof over their head, but won’t buy 
one but rent one. With Local Authorities and Housing 
Associations not building houses anywhere near 
like the number of houses they were building in the 
1950’s, 60’ and 70’s, the private landlord appears 
to have good demand for their rental properties for 
many decades to come. 

This will create a polarisation in the housing market 
between those, mostly older, households who own 
outright and those, mostly younger, households who 
rent. Our housing market is very much turning into the 
European model. However, all is not lost, the younger 
generation will inherit their parents properties, which 
in turn will enable them to buy, albeit later in life.

The all-conquering Norman

It might not have been the 
Olympic stadium during 
Team GB’s London 2012 
super Saturday - but 
nonetheless, world record 
breaker Diana Norman was 
cheered to the rafters. 

The Epsom & Ewell Harrier 
was completing the final 
event of the pentathlon at the 
David Weir Leisure Centre in 
Carshalton last week when 
the crowd stopped what they 
were doing to cheer her 
home. 

Even the athletes on the 
infield put down their 
javelins to watch the 41-year- 
old in action. 

They knew if Norman sim¬ 
ply completed her 800m race, 
then she would break the 
W40 pentathlon world record 
that has stood for 15 years. 

Fellow Brit Jenny Brown 
recorded 3,960 points in 2000, 
and Norman smashed it 
by scoring 4,249 over the 80m 
hurdles (12.53secs), shot 
(10.7m), high jump (1.64m), 
long jump (5.33m) and 800m 
(two minutes 18.66secs). 

But it could have been very 
different, as she spent the 


day before competition 
curled up in bed with a stink¬ 
ing cold. 

She said: “I was worried 
that I would not be able to 
compete and I went into the 
competition with a dull 
headache, sore throat and a 
snotty nose. 

“My family and I had 
worked out that, on paper, I 
could break the record, but 
it just comes down to being 
able to get through all five 
events in such a short 
amount of time. 

“As you get older you are 
more prone to injury, and my 
calf has a tendency to cramp 
up without warning. 

“With each event I was 
beating what we knew was 
needed, and I knew by the 
time the 800m came around, 
if I completed it, I would 
break the record.” 

She added: “There is a com¬ 
mentator who gets the crowd 
going, and during the 800m 
someone told him I could 
break the record and he 
announced it. 

“I did not hear it, but the 
last 600m were amazing be¬ 
cause the whole crowd was 
cheering me on. 

“They even stopped some of 
the events on the infield so 
they could cheer me.

“When I finished, everyone 
knew I’d done it and it was 
amazing. 

“I was speechless - the com¬ 
mentator asked me if I want¬ 
ed to say a few words, but I 
had just run 800m and I was 
ill, so I don’t know what I 
sounded like. But it was over¬ 
whelming and lovely. 

“It was great that my family 
were there because they are 
so hugely supportive. 

“They were telling me dur¬ 
ing the events ‘This is what 
you’ve got to do’ - so this is 
not all about me, their sup¬ 
port is fantastic.” 

Norman not only smashed 
the previous record, she 
firmly believes that she can 
better her points tally in the 
future. 

It all comes down to per¬ 
forming on the day, and per¬ 
haps not having a filthy cold 
prior to competition? 

Norman, who lives in 
Coulsdon, said: “I can beat 
the record again - my shot 
was not as good as I’ve been 
throwing all season, my long 


jump could have been better 
and the 800m was five sec¬ 
onds down on my best, and 
that’s a lot of points. 

“It all about putting it 
together on the day - Katari¬ 
na Johnson-Thompson is a 
world class heptathlete 
and she missed her long jump 
at the World Championships, 
so it can happen to the best 
of us.” 

Talking of World Champi¬ 
onships, Norman has com¬ 
peted on the international 
stage, but has never quite 
reached the professional 
levels. 

However, it was not for the 
want of trying and Norman 
came within two places at the 
English Championships of 
representing her country 
at the 1998 Commonwealth 
Games in Kuala Lumpur. 

Despite that disappoint¬ 
ment and an ever-aging body, 
Norman has no intention of 
hanging up her spikes just 
yet.
